CLEVELAND: 


AND MANUFACTURES—NO, VII. 


. Cleveland, we have remarked, was in a state of unprecedented pro- 
— in the year 1865, at which period our previous review was 
closed, 

Never within the history of any modern district had such indica. 
tions of prosperity been observed, even by the most philosophical 
enquirer aud closest observer. It is perfectly truo that there are 
some districts mentioned in ancient history where similar instances 
may be found, but those who formed their populations were migra- 
tery in their character, like some of the feathered tribe; and it is, 
therefore, scarcely fair to compare them with the district under notice. 
It contained men who desired to become permanent residents, and 
rot merely a migratory population, They were men who had come 
from every part of Great Britain, and the representatives of the 
Rose, the Shamrock, and the Thistle were settlers in the new colony 
of Cleveland, There were those who spoke the various dialects pecu- 
liar to the natives of the several counties in the United Kingdom. 
Hence, having so great a variety of dialects, we may naturally infer 
that there would be a combination of skill unequalled by any other 
iron-producing district, This was, indeed, the exact position. The 
ironmasters had endeavoured, ns far as was practicable, to bring to- 
gether into their service the best class of workmen they could obtain, 
and had in fact made a most judicious selection, feeling the grvat 
importance of this, in so far that it would subsequently be a means of 
assisting them in the production of a quality of iron which would 
stand the test against that from other and much older districts, 
Certain inducements were. held out to those who were thought 
likely to be of service as skilled workmen, and men were soon found 
in abundance. They were offered a higher rate of wages, and readily 
accepted it. The districts from which these were imported did not 
experience any very considerable loss at the time on account of their 
withdrawal, having a rather large reserve of others who were well- 
qualified to succeed them ; they did, however, at a subsequent period 
expe ience difficulty, 
The population of Cleveland was growing with surprising rapidity, 
owing to the large influx of skilled mechanics from Staffordshire, 
Wales, Scotland, and other parts, and was shortly multiplied. It 
was necessary, therefore, to afford suitable accommodation for the 
increased population, and dwelling-houses were multiplied propor- 
tionately, and buildings for the pbysical, social, moral, intellectual, 
political, and religious requirements of these were erected on every 
hand, yet it is worthy of remark that the first claimed their almost 
entire attention—at all events, it was immensely higher in their esti- 
mation than all the rest combined, Nor did savings’ banks claim 
greater notice ; the butcher, brewer, and baker reigned supreme in 
their minds; and provision for the future, when health should fail 
or strength decay, had never keew included in their calculation, The 
present was satisfactory, and the future was deemed unworthy their 
notice or thought. Their wages were sufficient to allow a speedy 
retirement from their ordinary duties if they would only be frugal 
in their expenditare, and not squander their earnings in the support 
of publicans ; yet few comparatively were prudent enough to do this, 
The scale of remuneration for their services to their employers was 
considerably in excess of any previous ones, and was satisfactory to 
themse'ves, Then why should they care for the future ? 
On every hand there was engraved in bold characters evidences of 
great progress, and perfect confidence was entertained in the iron, 
minera', and gencral trades of the North; indeed, throughout the 
entire length and breadth of the land every branch of industry was 
in & highly prosperous condition, and the manufacturer as well as 
the merchant, the banker as well as the broker, believed that the 
future would be even more successful. The capitalist transferred his 
long uproductive capital to an investment which was to yield almost 
cent. per cent., and the artizan withdrew his labour from one depart- 
ment wherein he had spent many long years to a field of enterprise 
where he would obtain higher remuneration. Gigantic schemes were 
projected, vast concerns were actually formed for the extension of 
various industries, and all found considerable favour, and whether 
the capital required was a thousand pounds sterling or a million, and 
even four or five million pounds sterling, it was ever at the command 
of the projector, The British mercantile community were in a whirl- 
pool, anil were exceedingly anxious to convert everything into money. 
Whatever might be the extent of the capital required, as soon as the 
prospectus of a company was issued there were found those who gave 
the concern their hearty and generous support, To such all was gold 
that glittered. To this period we are indebted for many of our 
largest trading establishments now conducted on the limited liability 
principle, Their conversion dates from 1865, The time was very 
opportune for those who had been in business sufficiently long enough 
to acquire a position which would enable them to retire into private 
life and enjoy the profits of their trade and manufacturing establish- 
ments, which had been converted into limited liability companies ; 
and, in consideration of this concession on the part of the proprietors, 
a splendid sum was realised, more indeed than many years of busi- 
ness, where enormous risks were ru», would have enabled them to 
acquire. Nor wasthe opportunity lost, it was even eagerly courted, 
Progress was the order, and it was as fully carried out, and whether 
wo looked upon a mine or a manufacturing concern, or any other 
industry, all were developing their resources, all were working at high 
pressure, During this period some of the most important changes 
which ever occurred took place. Every district saw the importance of 
keeping pace with the times, and how absolutely necessary it was for 
their well-being, their present good, and future success, that they 
should introduce every improvement iu machinery or systems of 
‘manufacture, This was the general wish of every firm in tho dis- 
trict, and every firm as fully carried it into practice, Old plant was 
entirely removed or remodelled, and manufactories went through the 
same change. Nor were systems exempt, they also changed. Various 
new industries were introduced, and were full blown as soon as they 
were launched ; in their experience they were not subjected to the 
usual protracted period of probation before a standiug was obtained, 
before confidence was felt by the promoters, and before they were 
recognised by the sagacious business men who surrounded them ; in 
their experience they were freely admitted into the circle of merchants 
and manufacturers without the usual enquiries as to whether the 
firm was “respectab!e and responsible ;” it was, in short, sufficient 
proof when they were known to be in business, and their credit was 
at once established. Hence we observe that perfect confidence per- 
vaded the entire district, 

A further impetus was given to new inventions, and the inventive 
genius and faculties of those within Cleveland were freely exercised, 
and were we to particularise any branch of industry, and submit io 
detail every invention introduced during this period, many columns 
would be required. We cannot, however, find space for this, nor do 
we intend to give a further eketch of the inventions which were 
adopted in the ironworks alone, but would merely mention that 
wherever anything could be improved suggestions were not wanting 
to meet the requirements of the case. 

Shipbuilding was remarkably animated. Cleveland—that is, the 
district known by this name—had hitherto been noted for its wooden 
ships, but these were being gradually superseded by iron-built vessels, 
and new yards were opened in various places, whilst existing ones 
were extended, It was an iron age, and iron was increasing in de- 
mand, and to meet this new and gigantic concerns were opened for 
the production of iron vessels and many other things, which until re- 
cently had been constructed of wood or other material.

REDINGTON QUICKSILVER COMPANY, 


An extraordinary gencral meeting of slisreholders was held at the 
London Tavern, on Wednesday,—Mr, FI’. Cops in the chair, 

The notice conveving the meeting wag read, 

The CHAIRMAN said the object of the present meeting was {o con- 
sider the reports of the authorities engaged to iuspect the property 
proposed to be acquired by thecompany. At the first meeting he told 
the shareholders that the directors were waiting for the final report, 
when it would be determined whether or not the contract for pur- 
chase wou!d becompleted. The directors had most sedulously watched 
the interests of the sharcholders, and the decision they had come to 
was that it was inexpedient to procced with the purchase. Aout 40 
of the largest shareholders were consulted with, who unanimously re- 
quested the board not to proceed; and the board had since passed a 
resolution that, taking into consideration the unanimous vote of the 
largest shareholders, the directors, on bel.alf of the company, deter- 
mine they will not proceed with the purchase, and the present meet- 
ing had been called toconfirm that resolution, or otherwise, The compiny was 
brought out under a prospectus to ratse 220,0001., lu shares of 19. each, fa which 
the subscribers were told that unless the statements ma:c by tue vendors were 
borne out the contract for purchase would not be completed. They were told 
they were to acquire the freehold as well as the mining rights of the c »mpany, 
comprising 2993 acres, but Judge Crane, tn his last printed report, gave 183i acres 
less. ‘They were told quicksilver was found throughout the greater partof the 
ground, which was not borne out by any statement yet received from any other 
source. Judge Crane placed the mineral ground at 86 acres; they were told 
that 1000 flasks could be returned per month, but in no way was that statement 
borne out, nor could the quicksilver be produced at $14 per flack. Ile then re- 
viewed at some length the statement put forward in Mr, Greene's circular, and 
the reports of Prof. Day and Mr. Scott (copies of which were in the hands of 
shareholders). Prof. Day evaded the main question which he had to determina 
~the valuc of theore in sight, the reserves, and thedump. Mr. Scott stated 
that In all probability new pumplug-machinery would be required, and a uew 
furnace, which would cost 37,000l., and after that expenditure they might get 
14 per ceat. upon the capital. Turning to the prospectus, It would be seen that 
the working capital amounted to 14,000/., which, after deducting preliminary and 
other expenses, would be reduced to 10,0001. Mr. Green would tell them that 
no capital would be required, but bis (the Chalrman’s) experience to'd him that 
most of these things broke down from insufficiency of capital, The board had 
no motive to serve other than the interests of shareholders, in furtherance of 
which they had given their time for the last three or four months. Ile must 
now leave the question in the bands of shareholders, For tils part, he was con- 
vinced that the most prudent course was not to proceed with the purchase. 

Mr. WESTMORELAND sald at the meeting referred to it was unanimously re-

Mr. GREEN (the director wi had vis. ted the property) sald the :atuoe was to 
be purchased under a contract, which expressly stated that If the statements of 
the vendors were borne out by the gentlemen einploye l to examine the propsrty 
the purchase should be completed. H» had no hesitation In asserting that 
most extraordinary misconception had existed from the first ta regarl 
vendors’ statemenuts—those statemeuts wre exceediugly siuple, and uss! 
anyone in that room to point out one single point in which those statemei 
were not confirmed. It was clear that, up to the end of 1870, 34.921 flasks 
quicksilver had been produced. 

Mr. BRIDGEWATER: That is 370) flasks per year for nine years—not :0,0)0 or 
12,0 0 flasks per year. 

r, GREEN said the mine was worke upon a very small acale tii! 1869, when 
it was determined to put itin worklug order and develope it with energy. The 
superintendent to his report fur 1870, presented at the beginning of 1871, stated 
that a much larger supply of ore could be taken out whenever it shall be the 
policy of the company to doso. He (Mr. Green) dented the statement that the 
oy was in bad order; Mr. Sovtt slumply stated that it could be 
improved. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked Mr. Green If it were true he had a boneficlal interest 
in the sale of the mine? —-Mr. GREEN sald he had no interest whatever. He 
was to reccive 500/. to pay his expenses, and 10001. in paid-up shares —deftrred 
vendors’ shares—in Case the Company was carried out. There was a condition 
attached, that he was to subscribe 1000/. of his own for shares to that extent, 

A SHAREHOLDER asked Mr. Green if he had subscribed his 10001.? —Mr, 
GREEN said he had pald his first call, and was perfec.ly prepared to pay the 
rest when called upon. He proved by his report that for six months, In 1868, 
the present Redington Company produced and sold 6455 flasks of quicksilver, or 
an average of 1075 flasks per month, the produce of one month having been 1400, 
with the two furnaces at work ; that fact was taken from the books of the com.

The CHAIRMAN said be had but little to add to the information con- 
tained in the reports, The directors were sorry they were unable to 
announce a greater production of gold and larger profits, but still it 
was satisfactory to know, from the very clear report of their reduc- 
tion officer, Dr, Le Neve Foster, thet it did not arise from the falling 
off in the gold or in the amount of ore in the mines, but from causes 
which were explained. The question of capital would be explained 
at the extraordinary meeting, and the different technical points would 
be fully dwelt upon by their managing directors and their chief en- 
gineer, With those few remarks he would move that the reports and 
balavce-sheet now presented be received and adopted. 

Mr. T. lo. SMITH seconded the proposition. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked what amount of money had been expended on the 
Cani Mines since the amalgamation of the companies ? 

The CHAIRMAN sald the only work done at those mine during the past year 
Was experiments upon some of the ores. 

Mr. RICHARD TAYLOR sald he bad visited the miner, and made a full inspee- 
tion of them, and he was immediately prepared with the plan of operation now 
proposed, although it would not bave been posa!ble to propose that plan until it 
was known how the transport of ore was going to be decided. The Cant Mines 
had been In a state of inactivity, except certain experiments in the reduction 
of the ores, made under the superintendence of Mr. Arthur Dean and Mr. Hol- 
mau. They (Messra. Taylor) did not want to interrupt those experim:nts; 
Mr. Dian having retired from the management, be (Mr. Taylor) engaged that 
these experiments should be carried: ut fully and completely to his satisfaction, 
and with that view had continued the officer for tha! express purpose, 60 as to 
give Mr. Dean's plan for the reduction of the ores a perfect trial. It was not 
proposed to put the Cani Mines to work until at any rate some successful mode 
of cxtracting the gold should be arrived at, and not then until substantial 
success Lad been realised from the other groups of mines. Mr. Hodgson, the 

atentee of the wire-tramway, saw the reasonableness of the plan he (Mr. 

aylor) submitted, and consented to do away with thecontract under which the 
company were bound to continue carrying the ores at a great pense to.the 
Battigio establishment. It was entirely cancelled as far as related to that road, 
which would have required the outlay of a large sum that could now be applied 
to a much better purpose, Asto Val Toppa Mines, it was found necessary to walt 
to sce whether Mr. Hodgson could succeed in carrying it on profitably to the 
company, They (Messrs, Taylor) had fully prepared a plan for carrying the 
ore at a+ low a rate as that which Mr. Ilodgeon had contracted to do, not ex- 
ceeding 3°’. per ton, whereas hitherto 5f. had always been paid. Mr, Hodgson 
had carried 2010 tons at that rate, and was prepared to engage for a certain 
tiumber of years to carry from 30 to 100 tons per day at 2\f. per ton.

An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was then held, 

Dr, F. F. QUIN in the chair, 

Mr, J. C, GOODMAN (the secretary) read the notice, as follows :— 

For increasing the capital of the company by the creation of 7848 shares of 31. 
@ach, to be called new preference shares, bearing preferential dividends and other 
privileges, which shall be issued on such terms as such extraordinary general 
meeting may direct; and by the creation of 4343 shares of 31. each, also to be 
called new preference shares, and to bear the same preferential dividends and 
otber privileges In all respects as the 7848 shares above mentioned, but which 
shall be ect apart and t-sued only in exchange for, or in redemption of, the 4343 
existing preference shares already issued 

The CHAIRMAN said the shareholders were aware that the diffi- 
culty the directors had to contend against had been an insufficient 
capital to carry out certain measures placed before the shareholders, 
It was, therefore, absolutely necessary to obtain the sanction of the 
sharcholders to raise a larger amount ofcapital. It was nominally 
for 86,5737., but in reality 23,000/,, 4000 shares being merely credited 
for the purpose of exchanging them for preference shares already in existence. 
The dircetors had the shareholders’ authority to raise 20,4001,, therefore all they 
now asked for was the difference between that amount and 36,5731. The tram- 
way lad been one great cause of delay and difficulty, and if time was money 
certainly dclay was the cause of expenditure, There had been a considerable 
outlay in consequence of those delays, and capital was now required, of which 
18,0001, Mr, Harvey had, tn bis report, stated to be necessary to carry on the 
works, and the remainder for floating capital, and clearing up the accounts. He 
then moved—* That the following article shall henceforth be one of the regula- 
lations or articles of the company, and shall be numbered 13b :—* That the va.

COAL MINING A HUNDRED YEARS AGO, 

It has become so customary to regard all contracts between masters 
and workmen as voluntary, that we can scarcely conceive it possible 
that less than a century ago colliers, even in Great Britain, were in 
a state of slavery. Previous to 1775, the Scottish colliers and their 
wives and children, “if they had assisted for a certain period at a 


coal work became the property of the coalmaster, and were trans- 
ferrable with the coal work in the same manner as the slaves on a 
West Indian estate were held to be property and transferrable on o 
sale of the estate;” and in a valuable little volume published only 
half a century since (with the loan of which an esteemed correspon- 
dent has favoured us), it appears that even at this later date an 
effort was made to restore that most objectionable system of slavery. 
In this it is mentioned that, besides the law founded on the usage of 
the country and decisions of the courts, sundry Scotch statutes were 
enacted for regulating this description of labourers. In particular, 
by an Act of James VI., passed in 1606, the hiring of any collier or 
coal-benrer without a sufficient testimonial from the previous master, 
or an attestation from a magistrate, was forbidden, and every coal- 
master was bound to restore a collier who had deserted within 24 
hours of his being claimed ; whilst colliers who received wages in 
advance were to be reputed and punished as thieves; this statute 
likewise contained a provision giving a power to coalmasters which 
might wlth advantage be given to employers generally, assuming 
that they could be compelled to exercise it, at the present day—they 
were authorised “to apprehend all vagabonds and sturdy beggars, 
and put them to labour,” 

This Act of James VI. was confirmed and extended in the first Par- 
liamentof Charles II.; andin the Actof 1701,for preventing the oppres- 
sion of wrongous imprisonment and undue delaysin trial, colliers were 
specially excluded ; their position, even at the time of passing the Act 
of 1775 (15 Geo. IIL, c. 28), being sufficiently explained by the pre- 
amble :—“ Whereas by the statute law of Scotland, as explained by 
the judges of the courts there, many cdlliers, and coal-bearers, and 
salters are in a state of slavery or bondage; bound to the collieries 
or salt-works where they work for life; transferrable with the col- 
lieries and salt-works when their original masters have no farther 
use for them,” &c, The statute contains various rules for gradually 
giving freedom to the colliers, and further enacts, that “ from and 
after the first day of July, 1775, all colliers and salters then free, and 
all persons that may thereafter become colliers and salters, and all 
colliers and salters bound to any salt-work upon the said first day 
of July, from the time of obtaining their freedom under the autho- 
rity of this Act, shall be entitled to the benefitof an Act made in the 
Parliament of Scotland in the year 1701, entitled ‘An Act for pre- 
venting wrongous imprisonment, and against undue delays in trials,’ 
anything in the said Act to thecontrary notwithstanding.” In con- 
sequence of the freedom thus conferred, the colliers in Scotland, in 
less than half acentury, increased twentyfold,and many new sources 
of wealth were thereby opened up; but the colliers themselves have 
risen rapidly in the scale of society, and being, with few exceptions, 
sober and attentive to their business, they, in 1799, were in general 
in the progressive acquisition of property, and many of them by 
laudable and spirited exertions in obtaining education and accumu- 
lating wealth had been enabled to start out of the sphere of opera- 
tive colliers, and to become themselves lessees of established coal- 
works, or of new fields of coal which their observation and experience 
had brought into view. 

It was whilst the Scottish coal trade was in this satisfactory con- 
dition, and whilst the labour of the colliers was sufficient to answer 
the demands for coal, that a certain number of Scotch coalmasters 
sought to revive the old sitavish regulations of the Scotch statues 
abolished by the Act of 1775; and it is worthy of remark that in this 
proposed Act there was a clause establishing Courts of Arbitration, 
which, by the way, were equally objected to by coalmasters and col- 
liers, A quorum of the Justices of Peace in each county was, when 
required, and at least once in the year, to fix the rates of wages at 
which the said colliers, coal-bearers, or others should be bound to 
work, and their masters were bound to pay these rates, Different 
rates of wages were to be fixed according to the nature of the work. 
The impracticability of such an enactment was evident to most per- 
sons, whether coalmasters or colliers. It was pointed out that few 
operative colliers in Scotland had attained such a rank in society as 
to entitle them to be commissioned as Justices of the Peace, whilst 
the circumstances attending the operation of mining coals varied so 
much in different counties, and in the same county at different times, 
that none but colliers could be competent judges of the rate of wages 
which ought to be paid to the workers of coal. The forming of an 
accurate estimate of the price of the various pieces of labour is re- 
cognised as one of the most difficult branches of the coalmaster’s 
business, an obvious difficulty under which he labours being that he 
cannot with the same facility as in operations above ground make 
his observations upon the activity and industry of different men per- 
forming similar contracts. In all the coalWworks in Scotland there 
are oversmen, who see that the operations are regularly conducted, 
and the work executed agreeably to the ordersof the masters. These 
oversmen are usually mere operative colliers, but, besides the duty of 
attending to the work, they also assist the coalmasters, and some- 
times act as umpire between him and the men in fixing the price of 
each particular piece of work that occurs, Atall coalworks there are 
also many other men employedin whom thecoalmasters repose so much 
confidence as to ask and follow their advice in any question that-ov- 
curs with the men relating to wages, or in any other circumstance 
attending the work. 

Neither coalmasters nor colliers were satisfied with the Bill, one 
great objection to which was considered to be that it proposed that 
the coalmasters should abandon the mode theretofore practised of 
settling the rates of wages with the assistance of their confidential 
servants, and that the coalmasters and colliers should commit that 
part of their trade to a quorum of the Justices of the Peace, In 
fact, both parties appear to have had more confidence in the other, 
both being mutually interested in the work, than in strangers, how- 
ever well-intentioned, not thoroughly acquainted with the details of 
the business. And the arguments then used against the system pro- 
posed, and against Courts of Arbitration generally, are equally ap- 
plicable at the present time. If the masters and men are inclined 
to make mutual concessions, so as to agree upon a rate of wages, 
appeal to any Court is useless; whilst if there be determined oppo- 
sition on either si:le, the irritation of a law suit, or its equivalent, 
would tend to increase the difficulties instead of removing them. It 
is very truly observed that the inevitable consequence of coercive 
laws is a mutinous disposition in those against whom they are 
enacted; they excite stubbornness and cunning in some and outrage 
in others, and in all a want of that hearty exertion which is uni- 
formly the result of a free choice. 

The opposition made to this measure led to the passage of another 
in June, 1799, which placed colliers in precisely the same position as 
other labourers, workmen, and servants ; they had the same freedom 
to exercise theirtrade. Restrictions, indeed, sti!l remained, but these 
attached not to the colliers alone, but to every class of workmen, 
From 1799 to 1815 or 1816 colliers wages around Glasgow continued 
to advance until they were receiving 5s. per day. Then they expe- 
rienced a reverse. From 1817 to 1823 they gradually fell, until in 
the latter year they were no higher than 3s, 6d. a day. In some of 
these years, too, particularly iu 1819, 1820, and 1821, the demand for 
coal had so greatly diminished that the working period at many of 
the collieries was restricted to three and at some to two and a half,

QUICKSILVER IN CALIFORNIA.— The discovery and working of 
the silver mines in Mexico caused increased activity if obtaining quicksilver 
from the deposits of that metal at Almaden, in old Spain. These mines were 
discovered in 1497, and for 250 years yielded per annum from five to six thousand 
quintals, which were shipped in Mexico for the separation of the silver from 
the powdered ore. The weight of the quintal, it may be remarked, is 112 |bs. 
About 1750 the Huancavelica quicksilver mine in Peru caved in rperery and 
the supply from that source was cut off. The Almaden Mine then raised Its an- 
nual production to 18,000 quintals, and this prosperous yield has continued 
uatil the present day. The Almaden Mine being under the control: f the Roths- 
childs, the price of quicksilver was kept up uatil the recent op ning of mines of 
this metal in California. The new Almaden Mine in Santa Clara county pro- 
duces 15,000 quinials, or hundred weights, annually. Theother principal quick- 
silver mines in California, are the Excelsior and Manhattan Mines, in Lake 
county, and the Phoonix Mine, in Napacounty. Deposits of clnnabar (or native 
sulphuret of mercury) have been found in various parts of California, and in 
several cases the voins of this natural vermilllon paint were traced from the 
fact that the Indians smeared their faces with this substance. The production 
of quicksiiver in California amounts, on an average, to 250 flasks per month. 
The exports of quicksilver from the United States during the last two fiscal 
years have been as follows :—During the year ending June 30, 1870, the exports 
amounted to 1,260,385 Ibs. vaiued at $511,918, 404% cents per pound; during the 
year ending June 30, 1871, the exports amounted to 994,005 Ibs., worth $732,845, 
or 74 cents per pound. The importaiton of Spanish quicksilver luto Great 
Britain amounted to 2,526,752 Ibs. in 1869, and to 2,765,710 Ibs. in 1870. The ex- 
ports of qucksjlver from Great Britain amounted Lo 2,621,626 Ibs. in 1869, and to 
2,968,390 Ibs. in 1870.—Zron A_e (New York).

REMARKS,—This week has not witnessed any material change in 
the state of ourmarket. The dona fide requirements of the trade con- 
tinue satisfactory, Foreign orders are, perhaps, not quite so plentiful 
as could be desired from all parts, and there is rather less specula- 
tion, While the adjustment of the Alabama claims remain in abey- 
ance buyers, no doubt, will be cautious in giving out orders, and ape- 
culators also are likely to limit their operations, The various markets, in the 
moautine may assume a quiet tone, but the amount of business already trans- 
acted 1s quite sufficient tu sustain the steadiness of their position, and prevent 
any downward tendency. Fluctuations may, of course, occasionally occur, but 
they will probably be only trifling, and a bigh rangeof prices may be looked for 
throughout the year, It is not expected that any serious complications will arise 
between America and England, and, therefore, commerce will proceed uninter- 
ruptedly. The propitious state of the weather will facilitate early spring ship- 
ments, and, consequently, a large increase In the demand may be anticipated 
during the ensuing month. The uneasy fec.ing that prevailed wit) regard to 
monetary affairs has greatly subsi led since no alteration has ben announced in 
the Bank rate. The future prospects of the metal trade are decidedly improv- 
ing, and the general condition of our market», being both sound and strong, 
could not present a more promising appearance’; in fact, buyers must.be pre- 
pared for protracted dolivcrics, and, tu avoid disappointment, should effect con- 
tracts with the least possibie delay. 

CopPper,—Notwithstanding the extraordinary improvement in the 
statistical position of this metal, the probability of supplies con- 
tinuing light, the frequent discovery of fresh outlets for its consump- 
tion, the prosperous state of trade generally, and the abundance and 
cheapness of money, there is wanting that display of confidence 
amongst buyers which, to all appearances, the favourable circum- 
stances of the market would seem to warrant; this, however, may be partly at- 
tributed to the Alabama controversy, but although the market may not imme- 
diately answer for the purposes of speculation, and speculators have mostly 
withdrawn for the present, apparently in the hope of securing a few bargains 
as SS become due, yet it is certajnly somewhat surprising that consumers 
and shippers bave not manifested a greater disposition to operate, and more 
keenly anticipate the future. It is almost unaccountable that they should be 

rejudiced after being made aware of the vast diminution in stocks, and other 

mportant facts confirmatory of the strength and stability of the market. The 
maintenance of peace would contribute to the expansion of trade, and in the 
event of war supplies would be interrnpted, if not stopped, so that in either case 
advanced rates areimminent, The quantity in second hands ts over-estimated, 
and buyers may be dlsappolnred If they abstain from buying in anticipation of 
any cousiderable quantity being forced ou them forsale. With regard to Cuili 
bars, It Ix reported that morethan half the stock In Valparatso ts held by a very 
weathy banker, and that the whole might be ruddenly shipped off to Rugiand ; 
this certainly might be done, but it is very uniikely that it wili beso. In the 
first place, it wou!d show a great want of discretien, and it Is perfectly ridicu- 
lous to Iniagine euch suicidal polley. Such a proc eding would naturally in- 
volve a considerable sacrifice, S«condly, the fact of bis possessing so large an 
interest {a sufficient guarantee of its being forwarded graduaily and mode- 
rately. Further, it is rumoured that this large bolder intends retaiuing bis 
stock for a more convenient season, in expectation of obtaining higher prices, 
and hitherto charters seem to confirm this view, for the last three announce- 
ments have been exceedingly light. Now, the production in Chill cannot well be 
increased for two reasous—firstly, many of the miners have left for other coun- 
tries, and in so scanty a population {it will be very difficult to provide substi- 
tutes; and, syne Os the harvest is said to be very good, so that the competition 
for labour Is thereby increased, and as agricultural employment is generally 
preferred to mining, especially when more remunerative, mining must conse- 
quently remain for a time neglected. ‘The shipments of gralu to this country 
is, therefore, likely to be large, and high freights will, no doubt, be charged for 
copper.

Iron.—Sellers uphold present rates with firmness, and are stil! in- 
different about booking forward to any extent, Although prices are 
comparatively high, they do not seem to make much impression upon 
the demand. There is one benefit derived from enhanced rates, in- 
asmuch that speculative consignments are reduced, or almost ceased, 
the foreign markets now will have a better chance to recover, and as 
stocks become exhausted higher prices must naturally follow. The combina- 
tion of existing circum:tances, all tending to est iblish the solidity of our mar- 
kets, renders it useless to anticipate that there will be any speedy abatement ; 
but, on thecontrary, with the exception of slight fluctuations, which may occa- 
sionally occur, the tendency certaluly favours more of an upward than a down- 
ward movement; the consumption Is something marvellous, and uuprecedently 
large. Rails, of conrse, form the great bulk of the trade, but there is likewise 
great activity in all finished iron. The shipments of Scotch pigs last week again 
show an increase, amounting to over 4000 tons, and the total excess already this 
year ts 21,605 tons, No, 1 ranges from 78+, to 9js,; warrants are quoted 76s.

THE WANT OF COAL IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRIcts, 


What will be the commercial fate of this country when its coal jg 
exhausted is just now being strikingly foreshadowed. In all the irog 
and steel and the hardware producing districts there isa want of 
fuel, which leads to serious inconvenience aud much loss; and wher 
fuel is believed to be most abundant there the difficulties are thg 
greatest. The steel centres of Barrow and Sheffield want fuel for 
melting their pig-iron and heating their crucibles; the wealthy 
ironmasters of Cleveland want fuel for their blast-furnaces, and thelr 
bar-mills, their rail-mills, and their plate-mills ; the potters’ kilns 
and the ironworks of North Staffordshire are, some partially and some 
wholly, at a stand for fuel; while, more to occasion surprise than 
either of the foregoing instances, South Staffordshire and East Wor. 
cestershire are suffering what is little short of acoal famine. The ex. 
isting condition of affairs is without precedent, There have been 
times when the manufacturing operations of separate districts have 
been brought almost to a stand bya colliers’ strike there; but forall 
the districts to be more or less harassed by a deficient fuel supply is 
as startling as it is exceptional. Not only are the consumers of the 
heavier quantities of fuel without a supply, but those who consuma 
smaller quantities are hardly less perplexed—notably the hardware 
produces of Sheffield, Birmingham, and Wolverhampton, aud their 
numerous surrounding townships, 

We write with a knowledge of the facts when we say that in South 
Staffordshire there are at this moment ironworks stan ling for want 
of coal, where from the same cause only four turns had been done in 
the fortnight which terminated with the close of last week. There 
are pottery concerns that are standing in North Staffordshire entirely 
for want of coa!, and there are cases in which kilns of pottery ware 
have been fired upon the faith of sufficient coal being sent in as from 
day to day it was needed to keep up the fires, but the supply not being 
forthcoming the contents of the kilns have been rendered worthless, 
at a loss of some 300/.a kiln, And manufacturers in Birmingham 
and about that town are fearing that they shall have to wholly stand, 
wanting the means of keeping up their fires. Yetall this time there 
never was a greater demand for iron, for steel, for pottery goods, aud 
for hardwares. Indeed, this very demand is in great part the cause 
of the phenomenon, 

The sudden and cnormous demand that has lately sprung up for 
all the products of Great Britain’s manufactories has been especially 
felt in all the industries in which the consumption of fuel is the 
largest. This has encouraged the collicrs to inake demands in re- 
spect of time and wages that the colliery proprietors have not felt 
themselves always justified in conceding on the instant, The result 
in every case has been that the men, if they have not turned out, 
have done but little work while their demands were being investi- 
gated, Thus an output that would have been small enough to meet 
the demand if the whole pits’ companies remained at work fell toa 
quantity altogether insufficient. But when “shackling ” became s 
strike, artd the pits were put to a stand, the issue was a total cessa- 
tion of supply. Such a calamity is now raging throughout the whole 
Cannock Chase district. From that district it is practicable, even 
in its partially developed state, to send a million tons of coal into 
the market yearly, and upon it numerous manufacturers in and about 
Birmingham, and very many houscholders elsewhere, depend for their 
daily supply. ‘The demands that the men are making at Cannock 
Chase are regarded by their employers as extortionate, and there is 
no immediate prospect of resumption of industry thereabout, Ia 
South and North Staffordshire the colliers are getting to work, but 
they are sending to bank a much smaller quantity than is needed, 
Enough would not be forthcoming evenif they worked full time, for 
the masters have hud so to reduce their hours as to very sensibly 
diminish the supply, even if all should go well, Unhappily, all does 
not go well, for although the men undertook when these concessions 
were made to labour full time throughout the lessened hours, yet they 
have not kept their promise, and their employers reasonably com: 
plain that the colliers are ready to accept concessions without, how- 
ever, being equally forward to give anything in return, 

Hence it will be seen that so long a3 the men are equally indisposéd 
to do their best, and the demand keeps up, there is no prospect 
of speedy permanent relief, It is true that the Derbyshire and 
Nottinghamshire, and the South Lancashire coal fields are not fat 
from both divisions of the county of Stafford for instance, and that 
to some extent those districts, and particularly Lancashire, are able 
to contribute to the necessities of their neighbours, Still there aré 
impediments to the getting of a supply from a distance, that evel 
when the hindrances to value arising out of difference in quality are 
overcome, are not easy of adjustment just now. Her neighbouring 
coal fields are being appealed to by Staffordshire, and Staffordshire 
is not appealing in vain—but all the aid that is needed is not to 
be obtained. This does not always arise from the insufficient pro 
duction ; it results in part from the impossibility of fiadiug sulli- 
cient meaus of conveying the coal from the pits to the works. Tho 
condition of affairs here set forth is greatly to be deplored, It re 
veals in the localities most affected an absence of sympathy with 
their employers on the part of the men that should not exish 
Masters who have been making the very large concessions that have 
marked the close of recent negociations in both North and South 
ttaffordshire deserve better at the hands of their men; and the 
wives and families of the men deserve better treatment at the 
hands of their bread-winners, Whatever may be the lot of others, 
they certainly are not a whit the better for the great improvement 
in trade over which the nation is now congratulating itself. ” 
urge upon the Union leaders—many of whom are alike sensible a?

Hopa@son's PATENT WIRE-TRAMWAY.—A line of 950 yards of this 
process has been erected, and was on Saturday last successfully started 
to work, driven bya 24-feet water-wheel, atthe Bronfloyd Company's 
Lead Works, near Aberystwith. The line consists in the employ- 
ment of an endles; wire-rope, suyported on pulleys, which are car- 
ried ata considerable height from the ground on twenty-two strongly- 
framed timber posts. The water-wheel drives the rope at about five 
miles an hour, and it carries with it a series or continuous stream of 
iron buckets, one or more beinz hung between each post, in which 
is placed 1 cwt. of dressed lead ore. The rope being endless, the full 
buckets travel on one side of the supports, and the empties return 
on the other. The pendents by which the buckets are hung are spe- 
cially formed to allow of their passing the points of support with 
perfect ease. The ore is at the receiving-house shot into a hopper 
of an ore-bin, erected below Cwm-bwa farm buildings. The deli- 
very of the dressed ore from this mine has for many years been 
attended with much trouble au] expense, for the reason that there 
is a very sharp ascent of 250 feet in less than a quarter of a mile, 
with a like descent on the other side down to the parish road to 
Penrhyn-coch. The Wire-Tramway obviates this, as by its means 
the Bronfloyd Company is now enabled to deliver into its store-house 
5 tons of dressed lead ore per hour ; and thence by a level road to 
the railway station at Bow-strect, This is the first application of 
the process at a lead mine, although Lady Willoughby de Broke, at 
Kineton, Warwickshire, has recently had a line constructed one and 
one-eight mile in length for the carriage of ironstone in the rough ; 
and the natural infereuce will be that the system must pay still 
better for dressed ore, 





EXPERIMENTS WITH DYNAMITE.—A series cf experiments with 
dynamite were made at Montrouge, on Jan, 27, before the Emperor 
of Brazil, with a view tu show its great power, The experiments, 
which are fully reported in Za Houille, were conducted by Messrs. 
Barbe and Brill, the former a military officer of position, and the 
latter a civil engineer, The cliaracter of the experiments were simi- 
lar to those conducted by Mr. Nobel in this country, and were in 
every respect highly satisfactory. 





THE NEW EXPLOSIVE—LITHOFRACTEUR. 


A series of important and interesting experiments for testing the 
safety of the lithofracteur invented by Prof. Engels, of Cologne, were 
on Tuesday made at Mr. R, 8. France’s Nantmawr Quarries, near 
Oswestry, in the presence of the War Office Committee (including 
Col. Younghusband, the chairman; Col. Gallwey, R.E.; Col. Mil- 
ward, R.A.; Col. Nugent, R.E.; Capt. Field, 8.N.; Capt. Noble, R.A., 
secretary ; Dr. Odling; Mr. Bidder, C.E.; and Mr, Hilary Bauerman, 
of the Royal School of Mines), of Baron de Grancey, representative 
of the I'rench Government ; Captains M’Evoy and Siurpson of the 
United States; Mr. Rietschofev, representing the Netherlands Go- 
vernment ; Capt. Majendie, Government Inspector of Magazines; 
and Capt. Harycy, R.N., the inventor of the celebrated Harvey tor- 
pedo. The experiments were conducted by. Prof, Engels in person, 
assisted by Messrs. O. Kirkmann, the representative of Messrs. Krebs, 
of Cologne, the manufacturers ; P. F. Nursey, the company’s engineer, 
and KR, 8. France. The object of the experiments was to prove that 
no danger attended the manufacture of the lithofracteur, the Home 
Secretary having refused his license to manufacture until proof of 
the safety of the process had been given; hence the authority of the 
War Office Committee to examine and report thereon. 

Lithofracteur has been successfully used in the mining districts, 
of Germany for three or four years, and is a stiff, pasty composition 
of slaty colour, and consisting of nitro-glycerine, gun-cotton, the 
constituents of gunpowder, infusorial earth, and certain other sub- 
stances ; its explosiveness or non-explosiveness depending entirely 
upon the method of confining and igniting it; ignited by ordinary 
flame or fired by a common fuse it burns as safely as wet powder ; 
whilst if a percussion fuse be used it developes all the power of pure 
nitro-glycerine. ‘The experiments consisted in igniting the litho- 
fracteur, and suffering it to burn harmlessly away, and in showing 
the conditions under which its utmost force could be developed. A 
box containing 5 lbs. of lithofracteur was burned in a bonfire; a 
similar box placed in a hole in a rock, and fired with a Bickford 
fuse, expended its force through the fuze-hole ; pieces of lithofrac- 
teur hammered upon wood, and even between iron and wood, did not 
explode; nor did a box of lithofracteur when thrown froma height 
of 150 ft, into the quarry below, so that to state that such a material 
would be liable to accident from any such collision as could possi- 
bly occur in transport by road or rail would be absurd, whilst with 
regard to its power when properly arranged for use two of the ex- 
periments on Tuesday afforded as powerful arguments. Two zine 
tubes, containing 75 lbs, of lithofracteur, sufliced not only to blow 
down a very substantial stockade, but to break all the windows in 
a cottage 150 yards distant, In another experiment a few cartridges 
placed on the iron-capped buffers of railway trucks, collided by run- 
ning one of them down an incline of 1 in 8, completely shattered 
them, conclusively proving that the change from absolute safety to 
maximum destructive force is merely a question of arrangement of 
details, which are well under the control of the operator. 

The experiments were highly satisfactory, and no doubt is enter- 
tained that the material will be largely introduced into this country 
for blasting aud similar purposes. 








REPORT FROM CORNWALL, 


Feb, 22.—There is little change to report this weck in the actual 

condition of mining enterprise in the county. Unhappily the rains 
have not yet ceased, and the mines are still overburdened with water, 

although many of them have been enabled to recover themselves 
slightly since the date of our last report. South Condurrow is still 

the chief sufferer, and there it will take weeks, perhaps months, be- 

fore the concern can be restored to its productive working. So much 

of the best tin ground in Cornwall is now under water that there is 

no prospect of the market being overstocked for some little while to 

come, Not a few of the managers who talked of stocking tin until 

the days of better prices are now perforce obliged to take that step, 

with this unpleasant difference, that their tin is stocked in the stove | 
below instead of in the hutches above. With this condition of affairs | 
in Cornwall, with the gradual disappearance of the American war 

cloud, and with the prosperity of the tin-plate trade, it is felt to be

They will, nevertheless, hardly be 
empowered to deal with such cases as one that is to be heard at Bod- 
min next month—an action for libel by a mine committce against a 
newspaper proprietor, 

No very exact particulars have yet been made public concerning 
the intended operations of the company of which Lord Robert Mou- 
tagu is chairman, for the development of the resources of the Perran 
iron lode, These works will be of a character to “astonish the na- 
tives.” Altogether they will involve an expenditure little, if at all, 
short of 1,000,000/. sterling. They have a grant of the Perran lode 
for cight miles in length ; the lode varies from 90 to 110 ft. in width, 
and their operations embrace the Treffry railways or tramways, the 
Newquay and Burngullow, and the Lostwithiel and Fowey lines. 
These are all to be extended an | welded into a complete system, touch- 
ing the sea at the harbonrs of Newquay and Fowey, and adapted not 
merely for the carriage of the iron ore raised, but forthe conveyance 
of passengers, Sir Morton Peto is the contractor, and the works are 
to be commenced at various points next month, and are to be pro- 
ceeded with simultaneously all over the system to completion. The 
time allotted under the contract for their execution is eighteen months. 
One of the most notable features of the scheme has yet to be men- 
tioned —the erection of four blast-furnacesat Fowey. Instead of the 
ore being taken. to the coal, the coal is to be brought to the ore, Here 
we have the development of an entirely new branch of Cornish in- 
dustry, and one which, if the ideas of the promoters are fully realised, 
will do more for the prosperity of the county than anything that has 
happened since the application of the steam-engine to mining par- 
poses. It is much that the Cornish iron ores should be developed, but 
that they should be developed under such peculiarly advantageous 
circumstances is more than could have been hoped. It is a very sin- 
gular fact that the whole of these extensive works will be carried out 
without resort to Parliament. This is due to the fact that the rail- 
way plans are based upon those of tho late Mr, Austen Treffry, the 
constructor of the Treffry tramway, whose darling project it was to 
bring the two coasts of the county at Newquay and Par into complete 
railway communication. 





REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


Fvh, 22.—There is much pressure upon the coal and coke trade 
for deliveries that are over due, and it is very difficult indeed to 
place fresh orders for present use, The ironmasters also have their 
hands full for several months to come, and in many instances orders 
to succeed the existing contracts have only been accepted at an 
advance, 

Concerning Mr, Hermon's prize essays on the prerention of acci- 
dents in coal mines, it is stated that the adjudicators are likely to 
have a stupendous task before them. Up to the close of last week, 
when there was still nearly a fortnight to run of the period within 
which the papers may be seut in, the number had reached between 
200 and 250; and there was ample reason to believe that the bulk 
had yet to arrive. It is quite possible, therefore, that the award 
may be distant two or three months. 

There are three lines in the new Mines’ Regulation Bill which will 
attract much attention here. Irefer to the 21st general rule, which 
is the 12th of the present rules, re-constructed and very materially 
altered, It was under this rule that the recent prosecution of the 
Wigan Coal and Iron Company waa instituted, and had it been ig 
the form which it takes in the new Bill, there would probably have 
been a conviction—at any rate itis evident that the alteration has 
been made for the purpose of endeavouring toreach such cases, It 
will, no doubt, be strenuously opposed in this district on the ground 
that its terms are too vague, The masters here look upon the whole 
measure as much tvo strict. 

An extraordinary instance of the recklessness of miners came 
before the notice of the county magistrates sitting at Wigan the other day. A 
collier, named George Barton, was charged with a breach of the fifth special rule 
at Park Lane Collieries, Asston-in-Makerfield, belonging to Messrs, Mercer and 
Evans, Defendant and another man were drawing timber in the Orrell 4-ft. 
mine, and when about 200 yards from the lamp station one of their Hghts wen t 
out, With bis pick point and his fingers defendant opened the other lamp to 
re-light the ove that had gone out. ‘The prosecuting attorney asked the jus. 
tices to show, by the punishment they inflicted, that sue. things muat. not bo 
permitted, It was prove! to the Bench that the offsnce was committ-d ina 
seam In which two explosions, resulting in the loss of nearly 7v lives, had 
occurred, and the magistrates imposed a penalty of 40s. and eosts, 

The Preston Town Council have unanimously adopted a petition 
against the amalgamation of the London and North Western and Lancashire 
and Yorkshire Ratlway Companles, Mr. Alderman Raweliffe, in the course of 
his remarks in scconding the adoption of the memorial, said that within a 
radius of 30 miles round Preston he believed they would find a greater popu- 
lation, a greater extent of coal flelds, a greater amount of trade and manufac. 
torles than they wonld find in any other similar radias in the whole world. 
They had a noble river which only wanted a small sum to develope tt, and if 
Preston were only put ou a fair footing with other towus it would go on and 
prosper, the same as it had done In times gore by. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


Feb, 22,—The Coal, Coke, and Iron Trade continue extremely brisk ; 
fuel, indeed, was never so scarce in the district. The demand for 
coke being excessive, a number of new shafts are being put downin 
the Auckland district. It is proposed to exten the ducks at Tyne 
Dock to a large extent shortly, and also to construct a dock at the 
Coble Dean, but with respect to the latter project there is consider- 
able contention, many influential parties opposing it on the ground 
that itis unnecessary. Docks are also to be constructed at Blyth 
and at Warkworth, on the coast of Northumberland, 
On Saturday a conference of coalowners and representatives of the 
miners of the county of Durham took place ta the Wood Memorial Hall, Now- 
castle, for the purpose of discussing the que-tions which have been agitating the 
mining population of that county for some time past, A letter was dispatched 
to the president of the Durham Miners’ Association, on Feb. 5, from a meeting 
of the representatives of the hou-ehold coal collieries, saying that It was desir- 
able to have a meeting between them and a deputation of the workmen, and ap- 
pointing onc o’clock on Saturday, the 17th, for the discussion. Accordingly, ten 
delegates atteuded, representing about 20,000 miners, while there were present 
about 20 representatives of the owners. Mr. Hugh Taylor occupied the chair, 
The first qhestion for discussion wasthe yearly boud. The employers intimated 
at the outset that they were perfectly willing toabolish the yearly bond, and es- 
tablish in its place either fortnightly or monthly agreements, preferring the 
former. The workmen's delegates at once intimated thelr readiness to abolish 
the yearly bond, and thanked the masters most heartily for the manner in 
which they had met them on this question. The amen proposed, in the absence 
of the yearly bond, to establish fortuightly agreements, and it was ultimately 
agreed to discuss the terms at a sccoud meeting, to be held shortly. The next 
matter was the hours of boy labour ; but, after a short couversation, it was also 
agreed to lt this subject stand over till the next meeting. The next question 
wus that with reference to an advance of wages, On this point the owners ad- 
mitted that the men ougiit to share the present prosperous condition or the trade, 
the only difference of opinion that arose being what that share ought to be, 
The owuers were of opinion that they ought to meet as two assoclations—the 
combined masters on one side, and the combined workmen on the other, and 
discuss the question as to what would be fair to both parties. It was suggested, 
at the same time, that any advance asked or conceded should be based on prices 
in force at bound and unbound collieries, in Durham and April last. On the 
part of the employers it was pointed out that a great many collie: ies had at the 
present time presented petitions for an advance of wages, and in some places 
they had intimated their decision of laying their pits idle tn case their demands 
were not couceded, aud it was now suggested that the delegates from the work- 
men should do their utmost to get the petitions placed in abeyance until the 
next conference. This was readily agreed to, and the meeting terminated. 

The fact of the conference being conducted in perfect order and 
courtesy on both sides has ciused much satisfatiou throughout the district, and 
it 1s to be hoped that it will do much to establish a better tone of feellng »mong 
the miners of Durham. Should the questions to be discussed at the next meet- 
ing be satisfactorily settled, the conference will go far to establish a perfect una- 
nimity between men and master, and do away with a great deal of the agitation 
which has been disturbing the coal trade for some time past,

REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND, 


Feb, 22,—Business done on ’Change at Middlesborough on Tues- 
day was but limited. The demand for pig-iron, and, indeed, all 
other classes of iron, continues very active, but as the supply is still 
far short of the demand there are not many actual sales taking 
place just now. For No, 3 pig quotations vary from 75s, to 77s. 6d, 
per ton net cash, f.0.b. at makers’ works, and even at the latter figure 
this quallty is hardly to be had for immediate delivery. No.1 and 4 forge are 
quoted at proportionate rates, Consid»rable difficulty is stiil experienced tn 
getting an adequate supply of materials for the blast-furnaces, and some firms 
are obliged to continue upon a restricted make. Latterly, however, there bas 
becn a slight improvement in this direction, but the supply of minerals is not 
near so plentiful as could be wished or as is necessary. Deliveries are, of course, 
very active, and the present open weather being favourable to shipping, a good 
deal of tron has lately been sent by water to Rotterdam, Dunkirk, Ua‘als, Ant- 
werp, &., and also along the coast. , 

At the market, on Tuesduy, Messrs. Hopkins, Gilkes, and Co. (Li- 
mited), of the Tees Side Ironworks, Middlesborough, exhibited two 
specimens of iron made by Danks’s Rotatory Puddling Machine. One 
specimen was a piece of ball furnace iron, and the other part of the 
first puddled-bar made in this couutry by thismachinery. The tron wasclosely 
inspected, and competent judges spoke highly of its quality ; indeed, some of the 
ironmasters were of opinion that the bar was superior to any that could be pro- 
duced from tron worked in the ordinary hand-furnace. The pig used for these 
*pcecimens was No, 4 forge (Cleveland). We understand that the North of Eng- 
land Industrial Iron Company (Limited) are busy with the ere tion of six of 
Danks’s furnaces at their works at Carlton, near Stockton-on-Tees, and we have 
been informed also that Mr, Thomas Vaughan purposes building some at his 
Drinkfleld Ironworks, Darlington, very shortly. ; :

6d. and 101. per 
ton, Shipbuilders’ tron ts in good request still, and notwith+tanding the high 
cost of iron the demand for steamers continues unabated, Builéers are busily 
enquiring for tenders, and the lateadvance to, and In many cases over, 121. per 
ton for ship-plates is willingly offered for tho early execution of specifications, 
Plate-makers, however, are very full of work, and, except for manufacture some 
months ahead, they mostly decline to quote, For puddled and general merchant 
fron it is difficult to find sellers ; buyers, on the other hand, are very numerous, 
The rivotters In some of the shipyards on Teeside are becoming rather trouble- 
some on the question of wages, The other week the tlacksmiths’ strikers 
askcd for and got an advance, and now the rivetters are striking foran advance 
also, These men received an advance at the beginning of the year an‘ par- 
ticipated in the reduction of hours also. In the colllery districts a probable 
stoppage of work has been avoided by concessions on the part of the masters, 
Coal and coke trades are exceedingly brisk. 

The sinking operations of Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co. 
(Limited), at Middlesborough, for the purpose of working the proved salt-bed, 
are proceeding as fast as circumstances will permit, and the pit ls now toa 
depth of about 163 yards. 











REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Feb, 22,—There is a remarkable firmness in the Coal Trade of South 
Staffordshire, and it is expected that prices, which in many cases are 
alrendy 100 per cent. above the average, will advance still higher. 
The supply remains quite disproportionate to the demand, and asa 
consequence the mills and forges in several parts of the district are 
only making two or three days per weck. TJronstone is very scarce 
and deat. Subjoined are the current quotations :—Beat natives, 20s, 
to 22+,; second quality ditto, 17s, to 18s. 6d. ; hydrates, 28s, 6d. to 
80s, ; and Cumberland hematite, 30s. to 36s, perton, Large orders 
for fuel are being sent from this district to Lancashire and Yorkshire, 

There is little change to report this week in the condition of the 
Iron Trade, The pig-iron makers are, as a rule, declining for the 
present to book any further orders, and the producers of finished 
iron are not anxious to add to the specifications already on their 
bovks, The principal enquiries are for sheets, and further sales have 
taken place this week at the rate of 14/, per ton for singles, This is 
a large price, but if the present scarcity in the supply should con- 
tinue the rate is likely to advance still further. Bars are nominally 
127, to 122, 10s, at the leading houses, but sales are being effected at 
15s, to 12. per ton below these rates, Messrs. Sparrow have recently 

nrchased the Millfield furnace, and the plant and property have 

een greatly improved, and fitted with the most recent scientific ap- 

liances for ensuring economy of production. It is rumoured that 
 sneg Sparrow are also about to purchase the plant and works of 
the ill-fated Union Iron and Coal Company, near Bilston, in which 
case the industrial prospects of that part of the district will be con- 
siderably improved, 

The failure of Mr. Caleb Bloomer, which we reported last week, is 
not likely to prove so disastrous to this district as was at first feared. ‘The Ila- 
biliites are now estimated at 60,. 001. to 7°,9001 , but they will fall largely on tke 
North Staffordshire and Cumberland districts. ‘The local banks with which Mr. 
Bloomer was connected are uncerstood to be fully secured. It is believed that 
the assets will be considerable If the estate be properly realised. 

The Birmingham Wagon Company (Limited) have declared a divi- 
dond at the rate of 10 per cent., and a bonus of 1 per cent., out of the profits of 
the paet half-year, 

The hardware producers of the Black Country report the demand 
somewhat lees active than last described. Fur most classes of produce, how- 
ever, the orders on the books of manufacturers are already sufficient to sustain 
the full operation of the factories and workshops during the remainder of the 
quarter, Quotations aro very firm, and in some Instances a further advance has 
bevn oatab ished, Ainong these we may notice an advance of 304. per ton on 
mixcellaneons iron-castings, and a reduction of 24% per cent. in the discount off 
hollow ware, which is equivalent to an advance on the net price of nearly 
5 per cent. fi neal 

The dearth of coal in North Staffordshire is almost as great as in 
the southern part of the county, and prices rule very high in conse- 
quence. Ironstones are in great demand, but the supply is compara- 
tively limited. With reference to the recent withdrawal of the pro- 
posed North Staffordshire Mines Drainage Bill, the following letter 
from the representative of the North Staffordshire Manufacturers’ 
Association has attracted considerable attention :— 

** Sin,—I seo it is stated as onc reason for the abandonment of the above Bill 
that the manufacturers of earthenware did not ‘come forward to petition in 
favour of the Bill, nor offered the promoters one shilling towards the expenses.’ 

When the support of the manufacturers Is desired for any project it is usual 
to ark me, as their sceretary, to bring it before them, ‘his was not done; but 
only a few wecks siuce it was resolved by the manufacturers at one of their 
meotings, and that without solicitation, to ask the Chamber of Commerce to 
petition in favour of the Bill; aud this would have been done at the proper time, 
which had not arrived, and now cannot, owing to the sudden action of the 
promoters, 

As to the expenses, I have not known how they were being provided, nor 
that thero was any lack of funds, Had I been applied to I should have sub- 
mitted the matter to the manufacturers, and I belleve they would have shown 
the same public epirit which they have previously and frequently done in matters 
of pubile interest, &c. Matt, F. BLAKISTON,”’ 
The withdrawal of the Bill was at the time greatly deplored, and 
the regret is increased now that the supply of fuel is so inadequate 
to the requirements of the district, 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSIIRE. 


Feb, 22,—Lead mining in Derbyshire has during the last few years 
made but little progress, and lookiny at the number of mines in the 
county, the average of each is very small indeed. Still there can 
be no doubt but there are plentyof places, not only between Works- 
worth and Buxton, aud in the Peak as well as in the Eyam district, 
that will turn out highly remunerative when properly developed. 
It is, however, strange, seving that several mines have been opened 
out, that the returns have not been more favourable. That the lead 
mines have becn almust stationery will be seen from the fact that 
whilst in 1869 the quantily of lead ore raised was 6472 tons, valued at 
47431., the yield in 1870 was only 6352 tons, of the value of 4905/, 
Last year, we believe, there was rather more brought to the bank. 
The prospects as to the future are now more encouraging, and with 
increased railway facilities—a want which has long been felt—lead 
mining may yet become far more flourishing than it has been for 
very many years, 

The iron trade in all parts of Derbyshire continues very active, the 
make of pig iron having been of late much larger than it was before. 
The demand has been, to say the least, fully equal to the production, 
and even a much larger tonnage could be quitted if made. For 
manufactured iron there has also been for a long time past a very 
brisk enquiry. Pipes and heavy and other castings, for which the 
Staveley Company have a high reputation throughout the kingdom, 
are still in great request, and the works are in a high state of acti- 


vity, The company also stand at the head of the district so far as 
the raising of coal is concerned, and a large tonnage is being sent to 
London, Birmingham, and the West of England, The collieries on 
the line of the Erewash Valley are all doing well. A new colliery is 
about to be opened out close to Dronfield, a station midway between 
Chesterfield and Sheffield. New ironworks are also about to be 
opened out in the same locality, the site for which has just been 
marked out, The Unstone Valley will thus have a large addition to 
its working population, and the district will become a very im- 
portant one indeed, 

The Sheffield trades still pursue an active course, there being plenty 
to do in almost every branch. The increase of wages given to the men has 
naturally led employers to increase prices on new orders ; but in many instances 
there are old contracts not cleared off where no such increase can be, There has 
also been an advance in the price of the raw material, which must affect prices 
very much, 2nd may to some extent tend to leasen the demand for different de- 
scriptions cf goods. The great firms of Brown's and Cammell’s, noted for their 
plates and Bessemer works, continne to be very active in all departments, which 
go from heavy armour plates down to smal! files. The mills are fully employed, 
not only in all sorts of plates, from those made to resist the most powerful ar- 
tillery, down to those intended for ordinary ships and boilers, but also in Bas- 
semer rails and plates. Fires, axles, springs, and roda, are all in brisk request. 
Makers of ordinary railway material, including rails, points, switches, and 
buffers, have as much as they can do, and some extensive orders are in hand for 
locomotive engines for South America, Spring and table-knife cutlery keep 
makers busy, and very fair businoss is being done tn those goods with America, 
and the wages of the men have been greatly advanced oflate. Inthe Rotherham 
district trade ts good in the mills, forges, and foundries. The works at Meadow 
Hall are now doing very well in engines and forge matertal. The new and hand- 
some pile of buildings recently erected by Messrs. Crowley and Sons, the well- 
known makers of malleable forgings, &c., in the same locality, Is now oceupled, 
and a good deal of work ts being turned ont ; but tt isexpected that a good deal 
of the work now being done at the Sheffield premises will be transferred to it. 
The firm is now doing an extensive business, thelr productions having a high 
reputation both in the home and foreign markets. 

In the South Yorkshire district, generally, the ironworks are doing 
well. ‘The coal trade also continues brisk, more especially as regards steam 
qualities. A large tonnage Is being sent to London, but the merchants have of 
late been holding back as much as they can, thelr orders for house coals requiring 
a reduction of the prices pald up to the present time. Shipments tu Mull and 
Grimsby are still large for the season, to France and the Continent, and a good 
deal of coal has been shipped during the weck from Gvole for the home ports, 

The fitters and turners at the Bessemer Works at Penistone, after 
serving a fortnight’s notice, have left owing to a disagreement relative to the 
work on Sundays, 

The prospects of work being fully resumed at the Darfield Main 
Colliery in a short time are most encouraging. A large number of mon have 
been at work during the week, and a good deal of coal has been raised, 

Chubb’s patent hydraulic machine for breaking down coal has 
been fully and satisfactorily tested at the Oaks Colliery, near Barns- 
ley. It brought down the coal in afar more marketable state than 
can be done by blasting, and in that respect alone effects a great 
saving. The machines are to be adopted at the colliery, 


THE WIGAN CoAL FIELD—ITS PROBABLE DURATION.—An in 
teresting paper on this subject was ‘read a few days since by Mr. 
Perrins, mining engineer, Wigan, before the members of the Wigan 
Field Naturalists’ Society. After noticing the Arley Mine, near the 
town, and now the deepest shaft in Great Britain, Mr. Perrins said 
he took for the object he had in view as the area of the Wigan coal 
field the district embraced within a radius of two miles, taking the 
parisb church as the contre. There were about 12 workable seams, although in 
some places a few of them had been lost by upheavals. The seams were the Ince 
Yard Mine, Ince Forty-feet, Inee Seven-fe t, Pemberton Five-feet, Wigan Four- 
feet, Pemberton Four-fcet, Wigan Five-feet, Wigau Niue-feet, Cannel or King 
Coal, Yard Coal, Smith Coal, and Arley Mine, 

Dividing the field into five belts, the Pemberton belt, with a superficlal arca 
of about 64! Cheshire aercs and eight workable seams, the original yield he esti- 
mates at 35,340,000 tons, of which 14,060,000 tons had been got, leaving »1,280 090 
tons yet to be raised. The next belt extended from Bryn Mors to Douglas Bink, 
the surface area being about 106) Cheshire acres. In that belt there are from 
eleven to twelve workable seams, the original yleld of which-he estimated at 
81,600,000 tons, of which 20,400,000 tons had been got, 61,200,010 tons rematn- 
ing. The third belt embraced the heart of the town, and had seven workable 
seams, having au original yleld of about 39,150,000 tons, of Which 25,125,900 tons 
had been raised, so that 14,325,910 tons remained, The fourth belt extended 
from Strangeways, Rosebridge Colllery being about the centre, Twelve work- 
able seams have been cut through. The surface area was about 800 acres; the 
original yleld be estimated at 62,880,000 tons, of which 28,30),000 tons bad been 
raised, leaving 34,580,000 tons untouched. The fifth belt included the Kirkless 
Hall Colliery, and several others, belonging to the Wigan Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, contained only three or four valuable seams to a net and workable area 
of 350 acres, Theoriginal yield he estimated at 12,600,000 tons, ofwhich 8,40),000 
tons have been raised, leaving 4,200.00) tons yet to be got.

In the ordinary branches of the trade there is no change to report, 
if we except the great probability that by the end of this week there may boa 
serious strike, and perbaps luck-out, of all the ironworkers in the district, to 
the extent of some 40,0. 0 men, for the 51 hours. The masters have signified 
their willingness to concede 51 hours per week, and grant 60 hours pay; but thla 
the men bave all but unanimously refused, and already the strike has been 
commene:d, So far as we cau judge, both employers and emplo. ed seem equally 
resolute in maintaining their position--the one the 54, and the other the 61 
hours limit. Mr. Colviile’s new malleable tronworks, at Motherwell, are so 
near completion that it Is expected they will bein full uperation before the close 
of next month. 

The briskness in the Coal Trade seems now suspended, and en- 
gagements are made in buyers’ favour.

There is stil] 
some brisk work to be done before all the engagements which aggy, 
mulated with manufacturers towards the end of last year will hayg 
been cleared, and asa rule the books contain contracts that will afford amp! 
employment in all departments of the works for at lea-t two or three monthgre 
come. The time of the year is now pretty c!ose at hand when orders begin . 
flow In rapidly, and makers prepare to receive their six or nine months’ Work, 
Under ordinary eircumstances the trade would now be beginning to enter Upog 
a period of renewed activity, the duluess pecallar to the winter season having 
been passed through. This year, however, without having experienced any de. 
pression during the winter months, the trade is in all probability advancing ty 
a stato of briskness which has never before been witnessed, With thelr bog 
already well filled with orders, and plenty of others tn offer, the tronma ters ang 
preparing in every possible way for an tnflux of urgent enquiries for the North. 
eru States of America and Canad, and the rail milis will, no doubt, be tested 
to the utmost to roll the quantities of rails that will be required. The demand 
for the year will then have fairly commenced, and every department will havg 
to be kept in full work if the out-turn Is to be anything likeeqnal to the r q're 
ments of buyers. It is also pretty clear that most of the less imporcant foreign 
customers have lately used up all availing stocks, owing no less to the diffeylt 
of obtaluing fresh supplies than to their unwilliugne-s t> give the high ries 
quoted for all finished iron. The result of this will be that fron will become 
so urgently required that orders will be pressed on makers frum all directions 
and the lack of skilled labour will be feit more than all. There is Rood 
ground, therefore, for believing that there will not only be no difficulty in maip, 
taining the present unusually high prices, but that the value of the minutae, 
tured iron will yet further advance. In regard to the home demand. there ls 
no: much that is new to report. Rails, bars, plates, and other descriptions arg 
in good request, and the demand ts expected to expand. Pig makers Coutinag 
to be pressed with orders, and finished iron makers still complain that the out, 
turn is not equal to their requirements. Much about the same degree of act, 
vity 1s to be witnessed in the Tin-Plate Trade; and, as far as advices can {nqj, 
cate, there is every prospect of a prosperous future for the trade. 

The Steam Coal Trade shows further improvementin regard to the 
regularity of supplies from the collieries, and if the men go on work. 
ing steadily, as it is hoped they will, the order-books of some of tig 
merchants will soon beconsiderably lightened. There is a brisk dg. 
mand for coal on account of nearly all the continental markets, ang 
especially for France, which country is now fully as large a customer as she wag 
previous to the late war. For the mail packet stations large clearauces hayg 
been made, the only complaint being that still larger qnantitles cannot be ob. 
tained. As far as can be seen, the colliersappear satisfied with the scale of 
wages they are now receiving, and the arrangement come to a fortnight ago hag 
so far worked in the most satisfactory manner. In the House Coal Trade agi}. 
vity continues to prevail, although the time is again coming when enquirleg 
begin to slacken. Owing to the short supplies of steam coal, however, a large 
quantity of house qualities is now being used in many Instances where forinerly 
only steam was used. This will probably tend to keep up the enquiry for houg 
coal lorger than has been usual in the spring of the year. The men continyg 
to move for a reduciton of the hours of labour. 

A rather novel course has this week been commenced in the Rhondda 
Valley, and much interest is being felt as to what the result will be, 
The course alluded to is that taken by the Cardiff and Merthyr Steam 
Coal Company (Limited), who have adopted the co-operative prin. 
ciple, by which the colliers will participate to a certain extent in the 
profits of the collieries they are employed iu. After providing for interest on 
capital and deprectation of machinery and plant, the profits are to be cquaily 
divided, one balf to go to the masters and the other half to the men, each mag 
to receive out of the profits bis proportion as compared with his aggreg ite earn. 
ings in the half-year or year, The scheme, which has been approved of by My, 
Mundella, M.P., and Mr. Thomas Hughes, M.P., is adopted wiih a view to pre. 
veut disputes arising between masters aud nen. The men will be paid the same 
scale of wages as is current at other pits, and the scale will be governed by the 
r se and fall of wages generally. 

The Ely Merthyr Colliery, which has been at a standstill for some 
time, is expected to be re-started in the course of a few weeks. 

The engine of the new rolling-mill at the Briton Ferry Ironworks 
has been successfully started, and it is likely that the new mills will bo shortly 
in operation,
